NasuvitLte, Tenn., September 21.—The 
ottest, bitterest campaign on record closed 
tonight. with speaking at probably a hundred 
ints in the county, and tomorrow the people 
eounty vote upon the question of sub- 
ing half a million dollars to the Tennes- 
Midland railroad.

Report of the Number of Persons on the | 


Train and the Killed and Injured. 
SpRINGFIELD, Ill., September 21.—President 
E. F. Leonard, of the Toledo, Peoria and 
Western, has filed with the State Railroad and 
Warehouse company an official report of the 
Charteworth accident. The document says 


‘nothing of the circumstances under which the 


train was wrecked, nor does it attempt to lo- 
cate the responsibility for the wreck. The re- 
port estimates from the number of tickets sold 
there were 540 eae on the train, of whom 
80 are now dead, 

The injured is given as 151, ten of whom 
were employes of the road. Nine employes 
and 102 passengers have recovered from their 
injarses and thirty-nine are still under the care 
of physicians. Three or four are not free from 
danger of fatal results.

The = offerings was a disagrceable 
surprise to the treasury officials. Acting 
Secretary Thompson said that while the 
amount of bonds offered was not as large as he 
had expected,jstill the prices asked were gen- 
erally reasonable. Touching the furnre policy 
of the department with reference to bon B so 
chases, Mr. Thempson said that it would be 
improper to make any statement in advance. 
If there should be a change in the present 
policy, it would be known only.by the action 
of the treasury, and not by means of any pre- 
sere g J statement of intentions. For this 
reason he declined to say whether it is his in- 
tention to extend the system of purchases to 
four per cent bonds, or to ask pro Is for 
selling a lump sum of.ten or fifteen million 
four and one-half per cents to the government 
to supply the requirements of the sinkin 
fund.

Before and after today’s purchase the acting 
secretary consulted with the president, who is 
taking an active interest in the financial situ- 
ation.

CrncIxNATI, September 21.—The operation 
of the law of last, winter which nepealed the 
statue authorizing the establishment of sep- 
arate schools for colored pupils, is producing 
friction in many places.

TENNESSEE’S PROHIBITION CAMPAIGN 


Great Interest Felt in the Coming Elec- 
tion. 


CHANTANOOGA, September 21.—The prohi- 
bition campaign, which is now at its height, is 
arousing the greatest interest throughout the 
state, and is producing greater excitement 
than any election since the war. The state 
wid vote on an amendment to the constitution 
prohibiting ¢he sale and manufacture of spirit- 
uous, malt “dr vinous liquors. The election 
will oceur on the 29th instant. The prohi- 
bitionists are making a Vigorous and aggressive 
compaign and have enlisted the aid and active 
co-operation of the leading prohibitionists in 
America. A perfect organization is formed, 
and speeches are delivered daily at nearly 
every important town amd city in the state. 
The preachers have taken the stump, and 
temperance women are speaking from the 
hustings. The Womans’ Christian Temper- 
ance union has actively joined in the canvass, 
and in every leading town ladies and 
children wear prohibition badges and attend 
all the meetings by the thousands.{jW omen 
in large cities are making a house to house 
canvass, and dispatches indicate an intensity 
of feeling heretofore unparalleled. The antis 
are making a still hunt. Few speeches are 
being delivered, but* hard. personal work is 
being done, Politicians are beginning to par- 
ticipate, but are nearly equally divided on the 
subject, Some of the leading democrats have 
just taken the stump, in opposition to the 
amendment. Of the daily press, four of the 
leading newspapers in the state are non-eom- 
mittal, two are pronounced for the amend- 
ment and one is aggressively opposed to it. A 
majority of the weekly papers oppose it. The 
negroes seem to be concentrating in opposi- 
tion, but the pipe go are now claiming 
one-third of the colored vote. Opinions vary 
on the result, but politicians predict the de- 
feat of the measure. In some of the on 
cities, women and children will be at the polis. 
Large placards, bearing the words, “God 
bless our homes,”’ “Save the mothers, wives 
and children,’’ etc., will be conspicuously dis- 

layed on election day at all the leading vot- 
ng precincts in the siate.

The Suicide of Captain Lozier;

SAVANNAH, Ga., September 21.—[Special.]— 
master of the 
schooner Welcome R. Beebe, now lying at the 
Savannah, Florida and Westeth railway lum- 
ber wharves, committed suicide this morning 
by shooting himself in the mouth with a pis- 
tol. He was found in the corner of the closet 
adjoining his room by James Buell, the stew- 
ard, shortly before seven o’clock. Captain 
Lozier’s home was in Hakensack, N. J. He 
was fifty-two years old, and leaves several 
grown children. He was of a moody, despon- 
dent disposition naturally, and dyspepsia and 
other troubles deepened his melancholia, and 
finally drové him to take his own life. None 
of the crew slept aboard the schooner last 
night. The master and his first mate, 
Frank Smith, walked up to the 
city together. On their way the captain 
complained about being detained here 
solong. He arrived three weeks ago, the ves- 
sel being consigned to Joseph A. Roberts & 
Co. J.J. McDonough & Co. were to load the 
Beebe with lumber. There was some delay in 
consequence of Tiney Thom ’s disappear- 


| ance, and the work of loading proceeded slow- 


ly. This worried the captain, and he spoke of 
it to the mate as they walked along. He said, 
too, that he had been suffering terribly for 
nearly a week, from indigestion. The mate 
told him to cheer up, and they parted at 
Broughton and Habersham streets. is 
morning the steward was the first one to get 
down to the vessel. Captain Lozier arrived 
there a few minutes later, and the mate was 
the third down. The steward saw the captain 
go aboard and spoke to him. The 
next time he saw the master he was lying 
doubled up in a stooping position in the corner 
of the closet. The revolver used was a small 
five chambered, ‘‘Continental’’ revolver. Only 
one cartridge was empty. The pisto] was lying 
on the floor by the dead man’sright hand. His 
hands were bloody, and there was some blood 
found on his mouth. The left eye was closed 
and blue indicating that the course of the bul- 
let had been upward. The captain had placed 
the muzzle of the pistol in his mouth, against 
the roof, and had fired. He had false teeth, 
and the bullet broke the plate of the upper 
setin two. From the position in whicn he 
was found it looked as though the suicide 
was kneeling when he fired. As soon 
as the bedy was found, Captain W. D. Dixon, 
the coroner, was notified, ard at 9 o’clock he 
swore a jury and held an inquest in the cabin. 
The body had been carried out of the closet, 
and was laid ona mattress in the middle of 
the cabin floor. The coroner held an inquest. 
Ina few. minutes a verdict of suicide was 
signed by the jurors, Captain Dixon was re- 
quested to take charge of the body, and he 
will embalm it for shipment north. The sui- 
cide was aman of medium height and build, 
and his face was covered with beard. He was 
not a drinking man. The steward, who has 
been on the boat seven years, 
says that he never saw Captain 
Lozier take a drink but once, = and 
that was some beer whieh had been sent 
aboard.

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The Money Market Grows Exceedingly Tight 
in Savannah. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., September 21.—[Special.] 
Money is very tight at present in Savannah. 
Within the past week the stringency has in- 
creased, and business men are really becoming 
apprehensive. The banks have raised the in- 
terest on call loans from seven to eight per 
cent. Small notes are- extremely scarce. A 
firm tried to gét hold of a few hundred dollars 
yesterday in ones, twos and fives for a country 
customer, and they could not get $50 in small 
denominations. All ofthe bills are large, over 
twenties. Quarters, dimes and nickels are 
also scarce. The stringency is generally at- 
tributed to the vast amount of money sudden- 
ly called for by the country in payment 
for its cotton. The receipts are enormous. 
At present they are about double 
what they were for the same period last year. 
The banks were not expecting such a sudden 
and immense expansion of tue yolume of trade. 
To show how tight the money market is, this is 
mentioned: A day or twoagoa large Bay street 
firm called $8,000, which one of the leading 
city banks had. The bank officials asked if 
the firm could not do without the amount for 
the present, and said that it would be a great 
accommodation to put the sum back in a da 
or two. One bank which was short on small 
bills, telegraphed to Washington for $25,000 in 
notes under five dollars. The impression is 
that the stringency will ease up a little in a 
few weeks, as soon as the money for the cotton 
shipped is received.

_ The two Harrisons who were in the arrest- 
ing party, are brothers of the woman charged 
to have been assaulted, and the constable is 
the father-in-law of one of these Harrisons. 

Now, while I was in the hands of this party 
and being carried through the country im the 
dead hour of night, I was approached by one of 
the party, who, in almost a whispering tone, 
asked ; ‘‘How much will you give.’’ I refused 
to offer a cent. 

On Sunday a warrant was sworn out by Jim 
Harrison, and on Monday I appeared before 
Justice B. D. Brewster and had my trial. 

The evidence of the prosecutrix made no 
case against me. I nevertheless felt that as 
my good character was so gravely attacked I 
should make answer to the charge, and pro- 
duced witnesses showing how utterly impossi- 
ble it was for me to be guilty of the charge. 
And greatly to my gratification—I being a 
foreigner and residing here but a few years— 
my neighbors, men of character and standing, 
came forward and bore testimony to my good 
character.

My purpose in writing this to your paper is 
to correctthe injury done me, I have rela- 
tivesand friends abroad who will doubtless 
read what was said against me, and they will 
certainly be greatly pained to hear such news. 

I will add further that the two daily papers 
of Griftin were in possession of the facts of this 
charge against me, and they informed me and 
they refrained from publishing anything about 
it because all thé facts indicate that the 
charge against me was false, and they did not 
wish to give currency to untruthful charges 
that would affect my character.

The house of representatives refused to 
paas, On yesterday, the measure to prohibit 
the employment of children in factories at 
the age of twelve years. | 

When it is considered that this bill is 
asked by the employes of the mills by formal 
petition and memorial, and not objected to 
by the employers, it is remarkable that the 
bill slrould not have received the favorable 
consideration of the house. 

If the manufacturers or the farmers had 
petitioned the legislature on a measure 
affecting them, as this bill proposes to affect 
children of the employes, we have no doubt 
of its passage. The house rightly voted 
down the amendment to allow the ordinary 
to declare the children of the employes pau- 
pers, chargeable on the county. 

But the house failed to appreciate the 
reason that every healthy and moral consid- 
eration, as well as the hope of the rising 
generation, should move the legislature to 
consider the demand of the people asking 
that this bill be passed. 

The matter of school facilities, outside of 
the cities having local school advantages, is 
one of great importance. In the city of 
Augusta, after the strike, the school popu- 
lation was decreased from one schoolhouse 
by 150 children, who left the school when

Georgia has, 
in legislation, been foremost in protection 
of her citizens, and especially the rising 
generation, from the oppression of all exac- 
tion.

International Copyright. 

A correspondent, writing from Oxford, 
Mississippi, asks us why congress refuses to . 
take steps to secure an international copy- 
right law. Our correspondent goes on to 
argue the matter at some length, but we 
have no room for his arguments. In point 
of fact, argument is unnecessary; it has 
beer exhausted. The most that we can do 
is reply to the inquiry with which “J. B. 
W.” begins his communication. 

Congress refuses to pass an international 
copyright law because there are not more 
than twenty men in that body who appre- 
ciate literature in any of its forms, and 
probably not more than ten who take any 
sort of pride in American literature or 
American authorship. 

They are interested in other things. They 
know nothing and care less about the prin- 
ciple on which copyright laws are based, and 
they think ‘“‘the d—d literary fellers’’ are 
doing very well if they pick up a little 
newspaper work to help them out. As a 
matter of fact, mist of the “‘literary fellers’’ 


horse congressmen hold them responsible 
for saying too much or too little, 

At the same time, we take pleasure in 
saying that the opposition of the average 
congressman to international copyright is 
ynot based on malice. It is the result of ig- 
Morance, pure and simple. He wouldn’t 
recognize literature if he met it in the road. 
Nor would he care for it if he recognized it. 
It is above and beyond him. Moreover, he 
is too busy arranging for his re-election to 
take any interest in a measure that is not 
purely political, or born of the caucus. 

American congressmen will foster Ameri- 
ean literature when the American people 
elect senators and representatives who really 
represent them.

orany other power. Inthe current num- 
ber of the North American Review the Hon. 
William L, Scruggs makes it plain in the 
course of his thoughtful article on ‘‘Blun- 
dering American Diplomacy,”’ that the Brit- 
ish have contemptuously ignored our posi- 
tion on this important question, and have 
overreached us in diplomacy. At the very 
time when our government was seeking to 
assert its right to the exclusive control of 
the matter of transit over the isthmus, our 
diplomatists idiotically got on both sides of 
the question, allowed the British to seize 
and hold the Mosquito territory in Nicara- 
gua, and agreed to a joint protectorate of 
the two countries over the proposed inter- 
oceanic canal, Our subsequent efforts to 
repair the consequences of these mistakes 
have not been successful, and, so far as 
Great Britain isconcerned, it may be said 
that our boasted Monroe doctrine has been 
utterly barren in the way of results. 

This state of affairs cannot last forever. 
We must hae the closest and most cordial 
relations with the vast countries south of us 
in future, and our interests will imperative- 
ly demand that Europeam aggressions in 
that quarter shall be rudely checked. So 
the outlook for the continued application of 
peaceful methods on this hemisphere is 
not much more promising than it isin the 
old world. Sooner or later we must appeal 
to the soldier, and the prospect is that there 
will be plenty of work for him todo. It is 
useless to dream of eliminating this warlike 
figure from our civilization. He came into 
the world at avery early period, and he 
came to stay. \

Is Cheap Literature the Best? 

The immense popularity of Mr. Rider 
Haggard’s books in this country has had a 
tendency to renew the discussion not only 
of the international copyright question, but 
the question of the effect of cheap publica- 
tions. Mr. Haggard’s last book was issued 
in cheap form by fifteen American pub- 
lishers, and it is estimated that more than 
one million copies of ‘‘She’’ were sold. 

Successful American books are pirated in 
the same way in Europe, especially in Great 
Britain. Sometimes the publishers on both 
sides are generous enough to send the 
authors whose books they pirate a small sum 
which they call a ‘“‘honorarium,”’ but in the 
great majority of cases the cheap publish- 
ers are not even honest enough to give the 
pirated authors even a modest share of their 
profits. Recently, when the Harpers sent Mr. 
Robert Louis Stevenson a sum of money, he 
wrote them a satirical letter and turned the 
money over to his authorized publishers, 
Charles Scribner’s Sons. This was a very 
neat thing to do, no doubt, but its only ef- 
fect was to put the Harpers on their mettle. 
They got even with Mr. Stevenson by incor- 
porating three of his books in one issue of 
the Franklin Square library and retailing 
the lot at twenty cents. 

The Providence Sunday Telegram is in- 
clined to extract some consolation from this 
wholesale piracy. It is of the opinion that 
the opportunity for good reading which 
these cheap publications put into the hands 
of the poorest people is much more than an 
offset to any other harm. But this is to be 
very seriously doubted. In the first place, 
stealing is stealing and nothing less can be 
made of it. In the second place, the mas- 
terpieces of English literature have for 
many years been within reach of the poorest. 

Mr. Stevenson’s books are stimulating, it 
is true, and Mr. Haggard’s are perhaps 
harmless, but what is to be said of the great 
bulk of the cheap publications with which 
the country is deluged in one form and 
another? Is it worth the while of anybody 
to read this stuff? People of taste do not, 
but how much discrimination dees the aver- 
age reader possess? In point of fact, the 
average reader whose appetite has been fed 
on the sensational stuff, is of the» opinion 
that bad literature is the best. Simplicity 
and wholesomeness have no charms for him. 

We think it may be safely said that the 
moral effect of piracy and cheap hterature, 
so-called, is wholly bad.

: A Land of Promise. 
When Alaska was purehased for $7,200,- 
000 under the administration of Andrew 
Johnson, it was generally supposed that we 
had bought a barren land. Twenty years of 
possession have not brought us as accurate 
information concerning our new acquisition 
as we might have expected in that time, 
but we know enough to assure us that we 
made a good bargain with Russia. 

During the last three or four years aston- 
ishing discoveries have been made in Alaska 
by government exploring parties and by 
private enterprise, The fisheries are far 
more valuable than had been supposed. Al- 
ready a large business has. been built up in 
canning fish. Wortunes have been made in 
furs and tht prospects of that business are 
excellent. 

But the mineral resources of Alaska con- 
stitute its chief attraction. Iron of fine 
grade and coal invast abundance are found. 
Of course there are great quantities of pe- 
troleum. Just enough prospecting has 
been done to show that the country is very 
rich in mineral deposits. At present a gold 
fever is carrying capitalists and adventurers 
to this land of promise. One plant has 
been estab ata cost of $500,000 on 
Douglass island, whererich gold deposits 
have been found. Gold mining is. active in 
the vicinity of Sitka. Fabulous tales are 
told of the assays of ore in that region. 

Population is flowing in. Towns are build- 
ing up, and evidences of civilization are 
visible in almost all parts of the country. 
The government has established two schools 
at Sitka. Several other schools are kept up 
by different missionary societies. The de- 
velopment of Alaska is at a most interest- 
ing stage. It is impossible to predict what 
that country may be in the next ten. years, 
The climate in some parts of the country is 
very pleasant fora great partof the year 
and is never so severe as persons who have 
not been there are apt to think,

Mextean Affairs, 

According to the” address of President 
Diaz, delivered atthe opening of the cortes 
last week, the republic of Mexico is in a 
hopeful condition, | 

The last fiscal year witnessed a considera- 
ble reduction of the publie debt, an increase 
of revenues from customs duties, and the 
prompt payment of all the obligations of the 
government. The new tariff which went 
into effect July Ist, made reductions of the 
duties on articles of most general consump- 
tion, and thereby largely inereased their ith- 
portation. It gave a great impetus to trade’ 
with the United States, The development 
of the rich and varied resourees of Mexico 
appear to be steadily progressing. Enter- 
prise and capital from the United States 
continue to give ygluableaid in this work. 

President Diaz attributes the frequent 
complaints of personal injuries brought by 
citizens of the United States and Mexico 
against each other, ina large degree, to the 
turbulent and vicious characters of the bor- 
der population in botlr countries. He pre- 
dicts that these troubles will be gradually 
diminished by the increased intimacy of 
social and commercial relations between the 
two countries. He speaks in the kindest 
manner of the United States, and his ad- 
dress evidences a desire for the maintenance 
of cordial relations with our government. 

The Mexican government has declined to 
recognize the dictatership of General 
Barilas in Guatemala, and will have no re- 
lations with his government until convinced 
that his usurpation of authority represents 
the popular will in that country. Guatemala 
is apparently anxious to be annexed to 
Mexico, but President Diaz will probably 
be slow to take in a country that will bring 
little strength to his government while it 
adds a factious and revolutionary popula- 
tion. 

The Mexican government is in the hands 
of an able, bold, ambitious man. He as- 
pires todo great things for his country, 
hoping, of course, to do great things for 
himself at the same time.

PROHIBITION IN IOWA, 


Homes Invaded and Women 
the Detectives, 
From the Chicago Herald. 


The Herald’s Des Moines correspondent has 
drawn a faithful and spirited picture of prohibition 
as it is practiced in the capital of Iowe, The dis- 
charge of ‘‘Constable’’ Potts, by Justice Jobnuson, of 
east Des Moines, furnished occasion fora review of 
what the modern fanatical crusade is doing for a 
supposedly respectable and intelligent community, 
at present possessed by the bigot’s spell. Potts was 
charged with shooting and seriously wounding two 
citizens while in the exercise of functions for which 
it appears, there was no constitutional warrant. He 
was prosecuting what is believed to haye been an 
illegal seareh O° a private house; meeting resistance 
from the ; @ sons thus outraged, he had recourse to 
a ready pisiol and added murderous assault to his 
other crimes, The justice before whom he was ar- 
raigned was himself of that party under whose pro- 
tection Potts had proceeded. The distinguished 
Dogberry pleaded with the attorney of the state to 
nolle the case and, failing in that, discharged the 
prisoner. Thus abetted, it is not strange that Potts 
and others of his ilk, notably one Pierce, have con- 
tinued with increased boldness in their work of op- 
pression. They have invaded homes, violated the 
sick bed, laid lands upon women and assaulted 
without stint the men who rushed to the defense of 
the weak. The husband wh») stood up against the 
ruffians that hustled his wife out of a bed of sick- 
ness was beaten to the point of death w'th a revol- 
ver. Another, draggedinto court without a war- 
rant and released without trial, returned home to 
find his consumptive wife.dead of the shock. And 
so on through a Jong, sickening eategory of oppres- 
sion and outrage.

important Testimony Taken Be- 
fore the Governor Yesterday. 


DEFENSE GETS IN IMPORTANT EVIBENCE 


Bingham, the Ex-Whipping Boss, Gives His 
Account of the Whipping of the Con- 
victse—The Lessees’ Showing. 

a i ll A > 

The convict investigation was continued 
geaterday, the court convening at 9:50 a. m. 
The usual audience was in attendance. 

Judge Hopkins continued the introduction 
of documentary evidence, a number of or 
ders being submitted. The executive order 
issued by Governor McDaniel in which the 
office and duties of physicians were defined, 
the rules and regulations governing them, 
showing them to be under the control of the 
principal keeper, receiving their orders from 
hin, 

Documentary Testimony Submitted. : 

A pamber of executive orders appointin 
whipping bosses upon recommendation of dif- 
ferent lessees were read and. placed in evi- 
dence: and the executive order touching 
Lockett’s connection with the Chattahoochee 
camp, his removal, and the breaking up of the 
camp in Dougherty county, and the removal 
ef convicts therefrom by principal Te 
because of Lockett, wasalso put in. Like- 
wise the order of Governor McDaniel dis- 
missing the case against James M. Smith ; 
various orders establishing branch camps, and 
letters that were written by lessees to peifi- 
tentiary authorities in regard to whipping 
bosses and their appointment were read and 
made a partof the record in the case. 

REPORTS OF WHIPPING BOSSES. 

Jndge Hopkins said the defense also wished 
to have various reports of whipping bosses 
made a part of the record. They would not 
read them at present, but wanted it understood 
that they were to be considered as a part of the 
evidence. 

THE PRINCIPAL KEEPER S REPORT. 

The biennial report of Principal Keeper 
Towers from October 20, 1882, to October 20, 
1884, or that part of it in which it refers to the 
pscapes and deaths experienced by No. 3, was 
read. 

District Attorney Hill took up the report of 
the penitentiary investigating committee, 
turning to the letter of George T. Jackson, an 
ex-convict, written to$Hon. James Schofield, a 
member of the house. Mr. Hill’s object was 
to get the letter of 

GEORGE T, JACKSON TO SCHOFIELD 
before the court. The letter refers to the 
monetary transaction between James and 
Jackson, accounting for the money that had 
been said by various witnesses to have been 

aid over to James for Jackson’s immunity 
som work, and for other privileges allowed 
him that were not generally given to convicts. 

That part referring to the $20 1s as follows: 

“When Captain James came down we agreed that 

hould pay $25 per month for any services I might 

nerformed and for better diet than was cus- 
ary. This amownt I paid. Upon Captain James's 
ond visit he informed me that he bad learned 
at he could nct legally do what he agreed on, and 
refore requested Captain Williams to refnud the 

» which was done. I paid no other money for 
‘nvthing atany time during my stay, except a nom- 
inii sum for the conveyance from the railro:d and 
the board of my sons when they were wit9me. In 
netice to Captainvames, | will say he declined to 
receive this, but I insisted upon it, as it had no 

wesible relation to pay for me, 

The letter states that the check sent by 
Jackson to James after the former’s pardon 
was also returned. The check wa’ intended 
to be a slight ‘token of gratitude for James’s 
consideration. 

Mr. Smith said the letter was clearly an ex- 
parte statement, and was inadmissible. 

Mr. Hill said that, strictly speaking, the let- 
ter was inadmissible, but it had already been 
decided that the investigation was not bound 
by stris The letter was part of the 
house journal, having been reported to that 
hody by the committee. It was asked by 
what authority could Jackson be brought here 
to testify; what reason was there for sending 
for him when his statement was contained in 
the report? The charge had been made that 
James received money improperly, and this 
letter touched upon that, and was not written 
at James's suggestion. 

JUDGE HILLYER’S POSITION. 

Judge Hillyer said the journal of the honse 
was legal testimony, but he did not understand 
that this letter was a part of the journal; it 
was only a part of the enormous collateral 
facts submitted by house committees. 

Mr. Hill said that he could prove the fact 
wanted in some other way,and would with- 
draw the letter. A movement was inade to 
put James on the stand,jwhen it was inter- 
rupted by Mr. Smith, who asked that the 
court allow the witness he referred to yester-

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- day, and who had arrived, to take the stahd. 


There was hoobjection, and the: state intro- 
duced Mr. T. C. Hawkins, who had formerly 
been whipping boss at Bondurant aud Jop- 
lin’s camp, near Augusta. 

’.. C. Hawkins’s Evidence. 

T. C. Hawkins was then introduced and 
gworn. in answerto questions witness said 
he was connected in 1854 with brickyard camp 
near Augusta. Wasemployed by Mr. Joplin ; 
the firm was Bondurant, Joplin & Co. “The 
work I was to de was assigned me by Bondna- 
rant & Joplin. We used convict labor in 
making the brick. 

“The supplies were bought by Bondurant & 
Joplin, who staid about the camp; they were 
there every day, one or the other or both. The 
food was ordered by Bondurant & Joplin. 
‘he clothes were shipped there to said Bondu- 
& Joplin. I was there as superintendent 
I don’t know how iong I 


Traiil 
and hipping boss ; 
Was there. 

FACTS ABOUT THE AUGUSTA CAMP. 

“Tt was three-quarters or amile from camp 
to where Bondurant & Joplin lived. I saw 
Lowe there several times while I was there. 
When I first went there convict clothes were 
allright. When I was there first a portion of 
them had no change; it must have lasted fora 
month. Japplied to Bondurant for & change 
fortne men. At first he did not have enough 
blankets. Tle convicts complained; it wasin 
the winter. Iapplied for blankets to Bondu- 
rant: he finally bought some. 

“I applied to Bondurant & Joplin for food. 
Bondurant, I think, fixed the pay of guards. 
Sometimes convicts worked on Sunday, in 
burning brick.’’ 

Objection was made to this answer about 
Sunday working, the position being taken that 
there was no allegation of the sert in the 
amended charges. 

WHY HAWKINS QUIT. 

“*T guit because I did not like the rules. We 
did not agree about the convicts. Bondurant & 
| Betzel had charge 
of the yard when I went there. Mr. Pounds 
aucceeded me. Bondurant & Joplin had 
charge during the interim. Bondurant & 
Joplin put me there as guard. 

‘*] had some conversation with them about 
who hada right to whip convicts. I repeated 
to Bondurant what I heard the prisoners say 
that he had whipped them. He told me that he 
had disappointed some of them, they thoaght 
they could do as they pleased, there being no 
ne there to whip them. 

ABOUT SUNDAY WORK. 

“Sunday work went on for several months I 
éhould say. It was under direction of Bondu- 
rant & Jepiin. It went on until orders came 
tostopit. I don’tknow exactly how long it 
continued.” | 

The Cross-Examination, 

Here the witness was turned over to the de- 
fenne, aud was questioned by Colonel Cox. In 
answer to questions witness said: ‘‘I was em- 
ployed at the Chattahoochee brick yard.

He did receive once in dera- 
tion of beard. I thought I could board him at 
overseers table.. Colonel Towers afterwards 
told me it would be objected to, when I re- 
funded the money. hen Jackson got out he 
sent me $162 iy a check, but I sent it back. 
never received any money from Jackson that 
was not retarned. 

‘I have been in connection with the iten- 
tiary since 1869 in various capacities. after- 
wards took an interest with CaptainGrant. In 
May, 1884, I became a@ lessee."’ Witness said 
he parchas the stock. 

Mr. Smith objected to witness, saying he 
purchased the stoek because the by-laws de- 
clared there could not be a transfer unless in 
writing, and the writing would speak for itself. 
Mr. Hill said he would change the .form of his 
question. 

The Counsel Argue the Point. 

Judge Hopkins suggested that the printed 
matter showing thé transactions between Grant 
and those who bought from him be allowed to 
go in until the originals could be obtained and 
all verified. Grant’s sale and the acceptance 
is fully set forth in the printed paper, and it is 
therein shown that Grant transferred his in- 
terest to the parties purchasing it. That is a 
written acknowledgement between seller and 
buyer of an accomplished transaction, and the 
ee being admitted, James certainly ought 
to be treated as the purchaser of the stock. 

Mr. Smith said the original stock books had 
been asked for, that they should come in and 
be a part of the case. The third paper should 
not be received for the existence of some other 
paper in writing not produced. We want the 
stock book produced, which under the by laws 
ought to show the purchase. A written state- 
ment that he has the stock is no higher proof 
than an oral statement on oath to the same 
effect. 

Attorney-General Anderson asked if the 
proof they offer would not show an equitable 
holding of the stock ? 

Mr. Smith saidit would give an no tem 
claim, but would not show a legal holding of 
the stock. Judge Hillyer said nowhere in the 
printed matter was there.a written statement 
of a transfer by Grant. The papers show 
other facts, doubtless, but not that. It is but 
a declaration by the four purchasers that 
Grant has made a written transfer, but noth- 
ing is produced from either source to show it. 
The documents must speak for themselves, 
and the witness’s mouth is absolutely ciosed. 

Judge Hopkins said it was not signed by 
Grant, but it was the security he accepted, and 
stood in law as binding upon him. The judge 
said that there was very little importance con- 
nected with it, that the whole matter was 
avowed, he avowed it now, that Grant did sell 
and his interest was bought by the parties 
named. 

Mr. Smith said inasmuch as counsel agreed 
to bring everything desired, the trouble was at 
an end, 

James Goes on With His Evidence. 

James said he had four camps at present, 
one at ‘Old Town” and th seon Hawkinsville 
road. In reply toa’ question from the court, 
he said the shaes camps were wholly his own. 
They were called after the boss in charge. The

Said he resided in New York; that he was @ 
civil engineer, but was also an occasional con- 
tractor. In 1865 he constructed a railroad in 
Rhode Island, in 1869 a system of water wor 
in New York, various others, the Atlanta 
Charlotte road, were mentioned by witness to 
show the scope of his work. Had been the 
contractor on the G Midland road. 

‘Have dealt largely with free labor, and 
have been ac ainted. with it in various states. 
I used free la on Elberton Air-Line, but 
Grant, Alexander & Co. used convict labor. 

CONVICT LABOR VS, FREE LABOR. 

“T have observed treatment of convicts con- 
trolled by James on Georgia Midland. I had 
rather a prejudice against convict labor. I 
took extra pains to note treatment 
Comfortable quarters were pre 
ed for them. I followed the work about half 
the time, In bad weather they were not re- 
quired te work, while ‘free labor some. times 
were at work. I was told that the. lessees pre- 
ferred to let them not work in bad weather to 
running the risk.of the exposure. They would 
also stop for a and onthe wh they 
were treated in an finusually considerate man- 
ner. : 

‘In regard to their food, I will bear testi- 
mony to the fact that they were, as far as I 
could judge, treated well. As contrasted with 
the free labor on the same raod their condition 
was infinitely better; their clothes were better, 
and they were required to change them every 
week.” | 

CONVICT. LABOR, PAST AND PRESENT. | 

Witness said he observed convict labor in 
1870, 1871, 1872, and was about to.say that the 
present convicts were intinitely better treated, 
when Mr, Smith objected. 

Judge Hopkins said that he hoped to show 
that there had been aconstant effort to im- 
prove the condition, and that the improve- 
ment had been steadily going on. It is shown 
that the convicts are better treated ‘than white 
people oh the outside, is it not a fact shat your 
excellency will take into consideration,and one 
that the people of Georgia will heed. It was 
certainly proper to compare his condition with 
that of those who had gone before. 

COUNSEL ARGUB- THE POINT. 

Mr. Smith said Judge Hopkins had deemed 
the o¢casion a good one to’ get ina part of the 
speech he proposed to make when the testi- 
mony was allin. The question had nothing to 
do with the case, thatit went back to 1872, and 
it was proposed to show that they were more 
brutally treated then. Whathas that to do 
with it. Suppose then, instead of doing 
what has been charged now, they. had a 
thousand times treated them worse, does that 
lessen the enormity of the recent outrages? 

The court held the question admissable. 

Witness said he regarded treatment in 1887 
much better than that in 1872. Knew C. C. 
Bingham, never saw him treat convicts cru- 
elly. 

QUESTIONED BY JUDGE HILLYER. 

#n answer to questions from Judge Hillyer, 
witness said he contracted for whole road, that 
James was a sub-contractor under him. When 
he asked convicts, guards were not in ear shot, 
there would be several convicts together. 
Never witnessed a convict whipped. 

Captain T. J. James Again. 

Captain James was then placed’on the stand 
and cross examined by District Attorney Hill. 
Witness explained the eonversation he had 
with principal keeper in regard to convict 
George Jackson. Said he never denied re- 
ceiving $25 to anyone. The check for $162.50 
sent by Jackson afler his pardon,was sent back 
—the identical check. Dr. Scovin was a faith- 
ful man and the health of convicts was good. 
Westmoreland met Sgovin. Scovin was re- 
moved twoor three weeks after complaint 
against Scovin was made by Westmoreland. 

Witness was asked by Judge Hillyer if he 
had not testified that George T. Jackson was 
not under any restraint or required to perform 
labor. Witness said he was not permitted to 
go outside of prison bounds without a guard.

Witness said one bastard child had been born 
alive at Old Town, and one had been born 
dead. Witness detailed circumstances. Houk’s 
reports about Smith were. made after birth of 
bastard children. . 

“T recommended C, C, Bingham as whipping 
boss. He was appointed by Colonel Towers, 
I had the paper appointing Bingham, but I 
cannot find the paper. I remember that it was 
approved by the govertior.”’ 

WAS BINGHAM APPOINTED ? 

James said he could not find the order ap- 
pointing Bingham. . Mr. Hill said:he could not 
find the order.in the executive department, 
Judge Hillyer said if the appointment was not 
in the minutes, there was no such appoint- 
ment. Mr. Hill said he would prove that fact 
by Colonel Towers and the witness. 

The witness was here turned over to the 
state, and was asked afew questions by Judge 
Hillyer. 

The Cross-Examination of James. 

Witness said that he did not recollect an oc- 
cnurrence juentioned by some one who had tes- 
tified when he had whipped convicts. He 
knew it was contrary to law for any but a reg- 
ularly appointed agent to whip the men. He 
detailed the circumstances connected with the 
money of Jackson substantially asis related 
above. 

He said Jackson carried a gun and 
went fishing, as did Cogswell, another convict. 
Said that ‘‘trusties” were frequently allowed 
to go hunting and fishing when they deserved 
it. That some@ene went along with them and 
they were not promiscuously permitted—cer- 
tain deserving ones only going. 

CONVICTS AT RECREATION. 

Witness said he had gone fishing with con- 
victs himseli; that sometimes they were al- 
lowed to go turkey-shooting, whem they car- 
ried a gun. fied the remark by saying he 
meant *‘trusties.’’ 

He  deseribed the manner in which 
convicts were allowed to reeeive visitors, 
saying all were permitted tojsee their people 
when theycame. Other statements were made 
touching Gpon the privileges accorded con- 
victs. 

Mr. James was shown his testimony before 
legislative committee and said that it was in- 
correct; that 

HE HAD NEVER DENIED RECEIVING MONEY 
from George T. Jackson, but had always af- 
firmed it, and had explained the whole trans- 
action connected with the matter. Several 
questions were asked witness in regard to. the 
number of females in his control, how they 
were employed and with what suecess. He 
detailed their employment. and satisiied the 
interrogator as tothe number controlled by 
him. 

District Attorney Hill annonnecing that the 
question he intended putting the witness ori 
re-coress examination would consume 
time, the governor declared a few minutes 
after one that the court would adjourn until 
4 o'clock p, m.

Tue slight ad- 
vance iu the home department tends to check an 
effective demand, although there is a good inquiry 
ip several seciions at a little below the regular rates. 
Calcutta is a weak point in the eastern trade, partly 
owing to the occurrence of Doorga Poorjas, which 
began on Monday. Next Monday will be Luckhee. 
day. Offers for goods will be wired out Friday, and 
it is hoped a good business will be accomplished. 

There is a quiet but steady demand from China, 
Madras, Bombay and other eastern markets. The 
firmness hinders business, Sales for smaller foreign 
and home markets are moderate. 

Business in export yarnsis poor. Buyers are re- 
sisting strenuously the hardening tendency. There 
is a fair bu:iness for Japan, however, at full rates. 
Home manufacturers are not anxious to materially 
extend their recent purchases except at the lowest 

of the past ten days, whivh are now infeasible, 
spinners having raised quotations. 

e is little change in cloth, and there wag 
nowhere yesterday like Tuesday's fnll business, and 
often poor progress was made. There is some de- 
mand for good medium ehirtings for India and 
China, but the quantity salable at practical limits is 
moderate. Manufacturers hold firmly to Friday's 
rates. Jacconets are well sold. Mulls and cotton 
printers are firm, with a moderate business. Best 
printers are steady, though weaker than a month 
ago. Orders aro expiring more rapidly than they 
are replaced, There is not much demand for heavy 
goods, but sales are sufficient to steady prices, 


NEW YORK, September 21—C. L. Green & Co,, in 
their report on cotton futures today, say: The market 
for cotton options has been generally sof, The 
scare on September proved much less general, and, 
while a little covering was noticeable, it had only 
force enough to add a couple of points to an eight 
point decline, and with the stiffening the demand 
became smaller and smaller. On the later months 
thee was a shading of 4@6 points, for the bulk of 
business, continued liberal character of receipts, 
rather tame public advices from abroad and the ab- 


ceipts show something of a falling off, aggregating 
at 12 points 549,000 bushels, and shipments were 
larger, footing up 488,000 bushels. Theshippingand 
export demand was limited, and interfered with by 
the advance in European freights, 

Corn showed considerable weakness, due in part 
to large receipts announced for tomorrow, 510 ears, 
ani partly to the large offerings of prominent local 
operators, when it was moderately active. The 
market opened about the same as yesterday’s closing 
prices with offerings quite free, and prices declined 
%@ sc, near options showing greater weakness, but 
deserred were strotiger and ¢losed 4@% higher 
than yesterday. 

Oats were nearly lifeless. There was no change in 
the price, except late in the afternoon, when sep- 
tember was marked \%e higher. 

Provisions were weaker early, owing to unex- 
pected large receipts of hogs aud a decline of 5@ 
20c in the market value of animals. There yrere no 
outside buying orders of consequence, and October 
short ribs opened 744 lower at 8.45, tumbled to #..0 
and at 1 o’clock were 8.224, and later 8.25 was bid.

time of adjournment of the superiorand city 
courts of the state; an act toamend an act to 
submit to voters of Calhoun and Resaca, in 
Gordon county, the question whether liquor 
shall be sold within those towns; an act to 
amend the charter of the town of Thomasville, 
in order to extend its police power; an act to 
require grand juries to inspect the sanitary 
condition of county jails at each regular term
